Rome, Ga., Atgust |.—(Special.)—De- 
spite the many predictions to the con- 
trary, a jury “was quickly obtained in 


the case of Vincent T. Sanford, who is 
now on trial for the murder of George 
Wright. 

When the case was called at 10 o’clock 
this morning both the state and the de- | 
fense announced ready. Several of the | 
defense’s witnesses failed to respond to 
the first call. and Colonel L. A. Dean 
asked for a recess until 2 o’clock. Sires 
Judge Wright denied, \ 


saying that he 
would proceed, and if the witnesses fall- 
ed to show up by 2 o’clock he woulda 
hear from the defense as to a contin- 
uance. 

For the state there appears besides 
Solicitor General Ennis the following 
well-known aftorneys: F. W. Cvupeland, 
w. J. Nunnally and Max Meyerhardt. 
For the defense, Dean & Dean, and 
Barry Wright, of Rome; George w 
Thomas, of Athens, and R. 8, Pearson, of 
Atlanta. Mr. Dean asked to know upon 
whose behalf the attorneys for the state 
appeared. Mr. Copeland announced that 
he and Judge Meyerhardt appeared upon 
behalf of Mr. George Wright’s father 
and father in law. Mr. Nunnally made 
the same announcement. 

“Have you not said, Mr. Copeland,” 
said Mr. Dean, “that you appeared for 
Mrs. Sanford?” 

“No, indeed,” said Mr. Copeland, “that 
is quite another matter in which I am 
representing Mrs. Sanford.” 

No Minors Allowed in Court. 

Before entering into the trial of the 
case Judge Wright announced that all 
who were not attorneys, relatives of 
either the deceased, or newspaper men 
actually representing papers desiring to 
report the progress of the case, must re- 
tire from the bar and occupy the regu- 
lar seats provided for spectators. He 
gave the sheriff positive instructions to 
clear the room of all parties not twenty. 
one years of age. The judge said that 
he should igsist upon the utmost order 
in the court room, and those who failed 
to preserve perfect order wouid be 
fined. 

Long before the hour set for the hear- 
ing the court room was packed and 
many were unable to gain admittance. 
Mr .Sanford was brought over from the 
jail about fifteen minutes before the 
trial and was the recipient of many 
hearty handshakes 4nd expressions of 
confidence and good will. He held what 
might be termed an Ovation from friends 
and acquaintances. He was smiling and 
seemed pleased at the prospect of an 
immediate trial. 

The silly stories sent out from Rome 
about Mrs. Sanford having skipped out 
in disguise was thoroughly exploded by 
this morning’s sun;ise, and it was evi- 
dent that the utmost anxiety prevailed 
upon the part of all who are witnesses 
in the tragedy that the who thing be 
gotten over with as soon as possible.

Judge Wright drew seventy jurors on 
Monday and it was freely predicted that 
a jury would never be obtained from 
that number.

Forty-eight names were call- 
ed, when the judge ordered that no 
more be calied until it became evident 
that a jury could not be obtained from 
the names already called.

tion as to qualification in panels of 
twelve. From the first panel three ju- 
rors were obtained. The first man ao- 
cepted was Robert Packer. From this 
panel the names of W. A. helley and 
M. E. Dodd were also obtained. This 
was the first surprise of the day. 

From the second panel no name was 
selected. From the third panel the 
names of C. O. Pittman, J. I. Ramsey, 
W. M. Martin and George Green were 
chosen. From the fourth panel the 
names of G. W. Milam, J. M. Miller, 
H. J. Vincent, W. A. Brandon and J. 
W. Whitmire were selected. 

The jury which will try the 
Vincent Sanford for the murder of 
George Wright having been completed 
at 11:30, exactly one hour and a half 
after the case was called, the judge call- 
ed upon the lawyers to proceed with 
the case. The indictment was read and 
to it Mr. Sanford pleaded ‘“‘not guilty.” 

First Witness Introduced. 

The state introduced as the first wit- 
nes J. H. Magill ,a foreman in the Hast 
Rome passenger yard. Mr. Magill testi- 
fled that he saw Mr. Sanford on the 
morning of the killing going toward the 
city of Rome along a path not gen- 
erally used by parties desiring to go that 
way. Mr. Sanford had a shotgun :n his 
hand. This witness was not cross-ex- 
amined. 

The state then introduced 8S. C. Mc- 
Collough. Mr. McCollough said that. he 
worked for the Standard Oil Company 
on Railroad street. Mr. Sanford came 
to his place of business on the morning 
of the day George Wright was killed, 
and said that he wanted to use the 
phone. He used the phone twice, the 
two calls being aout fifteen minutes 
apart...After using the phone the first 
time Mr. Sanford remarked, ‘I can’t 
change my voice much. I must have a 
frog in my throat.’”” McCoCllough said 
that the defendant had a shotgun in his 
hand and, upon being asked where he 
was going, said, “I am going frog hunt- 
ing.”’ The last time Mr. Sanford used 
the phone the witness swore that he 
understood him to say, “I wish you 
would come over to the oil house and 
help me locate the party.” Last time 
he used the phone he did not change 
his voice and didn’t change it much the 
first time. Thought he called phone 
1132, but of this was not sure. Besides 
using phone, defendant sent something 
which appeared to be a letter by a ne- 
gro, to whom, witness did not know. 
After a short time had elapsed Sanford 
went up to a negro man and asked if 
he was not the same one who took the 
note for him. About thirty minutes 
after this, witness learned that Wright 
had been killed. Witness said Sanford 
had his mustache shaved off at the time 
he used his ‘phone and that he never 
remembered to have seen him without 
it before. Has known Sanford ten years. 
Witness said that all the streets back 
of him were nothing but railroad yards 
and that Sanford went that way the 
last he saw of him. On cros-examina- 
tion witness said the streets were freely 
used by railroad men and others. 

Saw Sanford with Gun. 

Doc Wingfield was the next witness 
called. He worked in the Southern 
freight office, next dovr to the office in 
which Wright worked. Saw Sanford 
coming up the street with his shot gun 
in his hands alongside of the room ‘n 
which Wright worked. Did not know 
whether Sanford looked in windows or 
not. Appeared to be Joking on the 
ground. Passed on across the street and 
saw nothing more of him after he left 
the vicinity of Dr. Garlington’s »%arn., 


This was about one-nalf or three-yu3r- 
ters of an hour before Wright was allled, 

The next witness called was Wesley 
Freeman, a colored nackman. Freeman 
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wus coming down East Second sire3t, 
near Dr. Garlington’s, and told him that 
he wanted him to haul him to East R'me 
to catch a train. The hackman sto 32d 
and Sanford picked up a shot gun ind 
got in the hack on the back seat. Just 
after he drove across the street cur 
tracks on his way down Second avenue, 
a little after he had passed the fics 
where Wright works, Sanford told ihe 
hackman to let his horse go slower.

walk. The first shot, which wit ess 
swore was fired just as Mr. Wright was 
apparently trying to turn, was followed 
by another just as Wright struck the 
ground. Sanford then proke his gu. as 
though intending to reioad. Along this 
point on Second avenue there are several 
trees, and witness said it would be »os- 
sible for a man in the street to prasti- 
cally conceal himself while approaching 
another on the sidewalk at the poim 
where Wright was killed. Witness swors 
he did not have any reason to think 
Wright ever saw Sanford. 

In this connection Mr. Dean outlined 
the defense to the jury which will be 
found elsewhere. When he concluded, Mr, 
Dean, as it was now 5 o'clock, asked that 
the case close until tomorroy morning at 
8 o'clock. This was granted. 

It is evident the state will object to 
the admission of much of the testimony 
tending to prove the statement of the 
defense. The state will contend that 
George Wright was waylaid and shot to 
death; that he was maliciously murdered, 
The defense will seek to establish every 
contention of counsel. 

Saw Wright When He Fell Dead. 

On cross-examination Hale declareé 
that he was watching the dead mar 
when he was shot, and that he had 4 
Clear view of what occurred. Upon 
being asked why he did not report the 
matter at once and run to the wounded 
man’s assistance, witness said that the 
postal regulations absolutely forbid. him 
Going any such thing. ‘He said noth- 
ing about the shooting until he got hack 
to the -postoffice. He said that of course 
he lost sight of Wrigi-t occasionally by 
reason of obstructing trees, but he saw 
him plainly when the shots that killed 
him were fired.

Dr. R. M. Harbin was ealled by the 
state. Dr. Harbin said he knew hith 
Sanford and Wright. He was near the 
scene of the shooting, but did not ac’.- 
ally see it. He heard two shots, ani 
thought some one was shooting a 4og. 
After driving along a little further he 
saw @ man lying upon the ground. «nd 
examination showed him to be George 
Wright. He hastened to him, but he 
was nearly dead and only gasped cnre 
or twice. While leaning over the man! 


to him: 


I have killed him; please telephone for 
the sheriff.”’ 

Witness said he xept examining the 
dead man to see if there were any 
of life. 

Sanford said, ‘‘Look in his pocket, Jor 
tor, and get his pistol.” 

This the witness declined to do, where. 
upon Sanford leaned over and partially 
turned the dead man cover and remove] 
from his right hip pocket a pistol in 4 
scabbard of black leather. 

Sanford Ready To Shoot Again. 

Sanford then asked, “Is he dead? 
not I will shoot him again.” 

Wright was a rather small man, wigh- 
ing about 125 pounds; Sanford heavw 
and large, weighing abcut 175.

the murder of George Wright. Judge 
Thomas is one of the most celebrated 
lawyers in this section, having handled 
a large number of capital cases during 
his life, and having never allowed one 
of his clients to go to the gallows. He 
left today for Rome tobe present at the 
Sanford trial.

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New Orleans, August |.—Today witness- 
ed an increase in the number of deaths 
from yellow fever, @ fact that was mot 
unexpected in view of the high tempera- 
ture that has prevailed the past two 
days. 

There was, however, the usual large 
preponderance of Italian names in the 
list both of new cases and deaths, which 
has characterized the reports since the 
time when the fever was first officially 
announced as existing here. In spite of 
the increased mortality, the health au- 
thorities exhibited no concern over the 
situation, contending that with the ac- 
cumulation of cases, there must be ex- 
pected an increase in fatalities to main-

in the statistical bureau. 

“We have no doubt of the zeal of the 
officers of the department, but it seems 
to be as misdirected in this crisis as 
it was in antecedent periods. All the 
powers and influence of the department, 
of the lawyers and of every man of 
the government seems to be devoted to 
the attempt to dragnet a lot of irrespon- 
sible speculators. That thére have been 
for years ‘leaks’ in the department 
as well known to the trade as the exist- 
ence of the department itself; but these 
are insignificant as compared with the 
fundamental mismanagement. 

‘At this time, however, there is a 
manifest endeavor to divert attention 
from the _ radical errors and  de- 
ficiencies of the department itself 
to the thieving propensities of a few 
unworthy officials. Let us not be misled 
by any such misdirected energy. Let 
us reform at the top and not on the} 
side. Let us root out the offenders, 
cleanse the personnel, change the meth- 
ods and renovate the department from 
root to branch. Then the cause of cot- 
ton and good government will alike be 
served in Rooseveltian fashion.

Warner Hill and Hon. Joseph M. 
Brown. In the veins of each of 
these there flows the blood of men 
highly distinguished for great ser- 
‘vice to the state, and they are worthy 
of their progenitors. Georgia does not 
possess in her citizenry two men of 
higher chapsacter or of more earnest 
and conscientious determination to do 
their full duty. There is no exagera- 
tion in this statement; it is nothing 
more than the statement of a fact 
known and understood by all who 
have followed the careers of Mr. Hill 
and Mr. Brown. 

Why, then, this sinister effort to 
discredit these men in the eyes of 
their fellow Georgians? Why this 
constant misrepresentation? 

Back of it all, as everybody must 
understand, there is nothing more 
substantial than the desire of other 
men to hold office. Misrepresenta- 
tion is absolutely essential to the pro- 
motion of that desire, for acknowl- 
edgment of the facts would be fatal to 
that campaign. 

It would be fatal, for instance, to 
make any mention of the fact that 
these two members of the commis- 
Sion are responsible for freight re- 
ductions which mean a saving of near- 
ly a million dollars a year to the peo- 
ple of Georgia. 

It would be fatal for these critics 
and vilifiers to acknowledge that these 
members of the commission are work- 
ing constantly toward correcting ine- 
qualities where they find them, and 
that they are doing this in a straight- 
forward, business way, regardless of 
the misrepresentations of their crit- 
ics. 

It would be fatal to make acknow]l- 
edgment of the fact that the fight 
being made for improvement of con- 
ditions in our sister state of Alabama 
is an effort to bring about there the 
same conditions, and the same gen- 
eral schedules of rates, that are now 
in existence in.

Such other Georgians as may have 
in hearing but one side of the case, 
permitted themselves to be influenced, 
by this genera] misrepresentation and 
denunciation, as was the member of 
the house quoted above, will not hes- 
itate to do justice to these officials 
and rebuke their vilifiers ag soon ag 
they realize the rea] facts. 

In the light of an understanding 
of what these members of the com- 
mission have done—and what they are 
constantly doing; for, of course, a 
‘great business question like that of 


freight rates and railroad accommo- 


: 


dations cannot be brought to a state 
of perfection in a day—the campaign 
of misrepresentation and vilification 
against them must and will prove an 
utter failure. 


Codification of the Laws. 

The general judiciary committee of 
the house of representatives has, with- 
out a dissenting vote, reported favor- 
ably upon a bill for codifying all the 
laws passed since 1896, with complete 
annotations to them and a full index 
io the entire four volumes of the 
code. 

This is a very important measure 
and, it is claimed, will result in a 
very large saving of expense ‘to all 
the counties of the state and to tue 
state itself. The judges of the su- 
preme court have commended it, urg- 
ing its passage on the ground of econ- 
omy and of a speedier and more accu- 
rate administration of the laws in all 
the courts, especially. the justices’ 
courts. 

The supreme court judges point out 
that these laws are now scattered 
through eleven volumes of annual 
session statutes hriefly and inade- 
quately indexed ahd difficult to find. 
By codifying these laws at this time, 
a recodification would be unnecessary 
lor some years. 

It is urged that the legislature take 
action upon this measure at the pres- 
ent session in order that the new 
code can be ready to be adopted, or 
approved, by the legislature of 1907. 
Failure to pass the bill at thig session 
would mean necessarily an additional 
year’s delay. The bill provides that 


the work be done by a single codifiers 
instead of three, and at the same. 


salary paid each of the codifiers of 
the code of 1895. This, it is urged, 
will mean the accomplishment of the 
work at a minimum of expense. 

The judges of the supreme court 
have given the proposition their unan- 


Imous approval, and the favorable re- 


port of the genera] judiciary commit- 
tee ought to insure early action in the 
house.

I recall 
that a quarter of a century ago some) 
of the northwestern states took up this 
subject and timidly gave to a few work- 
ers a very modest sum as en offering 
to see what might be done. The next 
legislatures of these states doubled the 
amount and now each of the states free- 
ly give from $15,000 to $25,000. 

At that time the lands in the states 
referred to could, be bought at about 
the same figure that Georgia’s idle lands 
brings today, or from $! to $3 per acre. 
Today these same lands sell from $60 
to $150 per acre. These farmers’ insti- 
tutes and the work they have done is 
commonly credited with the increased 
values. 

Georgia, I believe, is the only state 
that doesn’t seek to encourage and fos- 
ter these farmers’ institutes. Is it any 
wonder that the state ranks so low m 
agricultural progress among her sister 
states of the union? Is it any wonder 
that farmers who come here from Iowa, 
Illinois and Minnesota, view with won- 
der the low grade of farming so preva- 
lent in the state and cannot be made 
to believe that it is the farmer and not 
the land which is to blante? 

When we recall that Georgia ships a) 
large percentage of her food stuffs and 
stock from northwestern states, can we 
expect to take a leading stand in agri- 
culture as we should? We may shout 
and advertise until we are ‘“‘bellowsed,”

Editor Constitution: Your leading edi- 
torial of July 28 on the exemption of 
college endowments from taxation should 
receive the attention of every citizen and 
especially of every legislator. For some 
years efforts have been made seeking 
to bring this matter to the decision of 
the people by allowing them to vote on 
a constitutional amendment. The gen- 
eral assembly can, by legislative action, 
submit the question to them, and this 
will almost certainly be done sooner or 
later.

Tech Will Be Opened. 

The same appropriation of $45,000 was 
given to the Georgia Schoo} of Technol- 
ogy, but the provision limiting the num- 
ber of free scholarships from any county 
in the state to eight was stricken from 
the bill.

support it. If $5.000 more was needed 
last year, certainly $1,500 more was need- 
ed now, when that amount had been 
taken away, said Mr. Perry. The Perry 
amendment was adopted, and Dahlonega 
will get $16,500 from the state. 

The usual appropriation of $8,000, as 
required under the law of 1890, was given 
to the Negro Industrial college at Sa- 
' vannaeh. | 

The Confederate Soldiers’ home was 
given the increase asked for mainten- 
ance without a protest, the appropria- 
tion being increased from $15,000 to 
$17,500. 

. Schools Get a Million. 

The fight of a year ago over the com- 
mon school] fund was not renewed in 
the house this year. When the paragraph 
giving $1,000,000 to common schools was 
read no voice was raised either in pro- 
test or in its behalf. It went through by 
tacit consent that no change was to be 
made. The same was true of the ap- 
propriations for pensions, which aggre- 
gate $890,000, . 

Then the following appropriations were 

passed without objection: Sinking fund, 
$100,000 each year; interest on bonded 
debt, $307,880; department of agriculture, 
$10,000; for the chemical department; 
$6,000; entomological department, $6,500; 
contingent fund, $10,000; Georgia experi- 
ment station, $800; state board of phar- 
macy, $200; contingent fund of railroad 
commission, $800; contingent fund of 
supreme court, &,200; state printing 
fund, $25,000; railro@d commission print’ 
ing fund, $1,000; public buildings end 
grounds, $20,000; state library for books, 
$3,000; printing new volumes of supremé 
court reports, $7,000; reprinting earlier 
Georgia reports, publishing colonial revo- 
lutionary and confederate records such 
sum as may be necessary to be paid from 
the sale of such publications; for pub- 
lishing colonial records now ready for 
the printer, $2,000; for copying colonia!) 
and revolutionary records now in Eng- 
land, $1,000; for binding house and sen- 
ate journals, $550; for the salaries of 
trustees of state sanitarium and expenses 
of trustes of State university, the usual 
amounts; for pensions to maimed and 
disabled soldiers, $165,000; for pensions 
to indigent confederate soldiers, %440,- 
000; for pensions to widows of soldiers 
who died in tke service, $155,000: for 
pensions to indigent widows, $130,000; 
for fees of solicitors general and clerk 
of supreme court, the usual amounts; 
eological department. including printing 
und, $10,500; maintemance of the prison 
department, $135,000; for payment of re- 
wards for capture of fugitives from jus- 
tice, $3,000; for the payment of cattle 
inspectors, $500. 


. Military Gets Good Fund. 


As was expected, rather a warm ¢on- 
test came up over the proposed increase 
in the appropriation to the state mili- 
tia. The troops have heretofore re- 
ceived $23,000 a year, but an amend- 
ment offered by the committee this year 
increased the amount to $48,000. 

Mr. Mann, of Dougherty, chairman of 
the committee on military affa:rs, ex- 
plained why the increase had been ask- 
ed. It is absolutely necessary, he stated, 
to have the troops properly equipped at 
once, or they will have to go out of the 
service because of inability to meet the 


requirements of the Dick militia b,1). 
Unless this equipment is secured and 
the troops are prepared to stand the 
test of official inspeotion, the annual ap- 
propriation to the state militia, of $26,- 
000, now made by the United States goy- 
ernment, will be taken away. 

Dr. Kelly, of Glascock, followed Mr. 
Mann, and made a etrong speech against 
the increase. Dr. Kelly declared that 
no dncercease in the military apropria- 
tion was necessary, and said that this 
money would be taken away from other 
important state institutions and depart- 
ments which would thereby be made to 
suffer. The militia did the people of 
the country no good, he declared, and 
if left to the country people they would 


put their veto upon this appropriation, 


Mr. Mann, of Catoosa, also opposed 
the increase, saying, ““‘The Georgia mi- 
litia is invincible in peace and invisible 
in war.’ Mr. Smith, of Greene, also 
spoke briefly against the amendment, 
because he was opposed to the state's 
keeping a standing army. 

' Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, made a 
| strong defense of the militia and clearly 
showed the necessity of it to the atate. 
He made # plain that unless this ap- 
propriation was. made, Georgia would lose 
the federal appropriation a year. Mr. 
Felder, of Bibb, in making an appeal 
for the increase, showed how the mem- 
bers of the militia give their time and 
service to the state free of charge, and 
not only this, but paid a large part of 
their expenses from their own pocket: 
Mr, Milliken, of Wayne, in* making an 
eloquent appeal for the inorease,. said 
there were many companies composed of 
eountry boys in his section of the state,

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August |!.—The volume of 
business in the dry goods market was 
mot large today, but prices were veryy 
firm, and in certain instances as fruits 
and lonsdales, have been advanced.
